Segregation means humiliation, to the Negro. It designates his 
residence as a depreeinlion of property in his neighborhood, ,h eon- 
tuiuiiiiititm of social and eivir conditions and, an abomination tu the 
ritirens generally. 

- ■ It weans tu i|uarjintine the Negro as something unelean. It 
means \>< make Pariahs nut uf a elass who in national peril have been 
patriutir and loyal subjects and, in peace, rank among the most in- 
tiust rums und productive elejnent. The Negro 'man has been in all 
the-xwtrs on the side of national honor and integrity. 

In the Revolution he was in the outbreak: in lril'2 he helped save 
the day at New Orleans, in the ESvil War he bore' the Star Spangled 
banner aliift in a hundred battles and in lKDr^he made San .hum fa- 
mous. .

Neither the old eons ti tut ion nor any one of its amend- 
ments have anything in them about raees'or color except that a man's 
color cannot be made the basis for denial of privileges and immuni- 
ties or of disqualification for the exercise of which any and ail citi- 
zens have an equal right to enjoy. 

The segregation now pending is a barefaced outrage upon our 
national constitution and utterly inconsistent with equal citizenship 
which is guaranteed I he Negro as a result of his nativity and pa- 
triotism. , * 

We say, most emphatically that such legislation is shamefully 
brazen. Such law could not exist except in the dark ages or in In- 
dia where the Pariah must not walk in the same street, "where a 
Brahmin lives, or in certajn states of the United States where the 
curse of slavery hangs like a nightmare upon the white people. 

Men whovfavor such a measure are ignorant, gangrened with 
race hate, or they have some- ulterior purpose— speculation "on the 
prejudices of the masses.
